London, Jan. 
15.—A special Cape 
Town dispatch was received in London 
today announcing that Gen. W arren 
h ad crossed the Tugela river and wa9 
occupying a strong position. 


This piece of news, if confirmed by 
the official dispatches, will bring much 
encouragement to the British at home. 
The task of crossing the river, which 
is at Hood, and in the face of the ene­ 
m y’s lire, has seemed an almost hope­ 
less task since the repulse suffered by 
Gen. Buller in a similar attempt sever­ 
al weeks ago. 


With the army over the river it is 
expected that a vigorous and successful 
campaign will be inaugurated.

Judge Coolidge granted a new trial 
this morning in the case of Minnie 
P alm er vs Sylvester Parks. 


The case was tried in the circuit 
court November 21 and 
and the jury 
awarded the 
girl 
$.{.000 
damages. 
Hammond & Hammond and O 'H a ra & 
O ’ELara were the attorneys for the girl 
and II. W. Davis and Frank Braeelin 
represented the defendant. 


Ou December lli, 11. W. Davis and 
Gore A: Harvey tiled a motion 
for a 
new trial, alleging excessive damages, 
and th a t the amount of damage* was 
principally due to trie prejudice of one 
of the jurors. 
The juror in ouestion 
made atlidavit that 
the charge was 
false, and that instead of being preju­ 
diced against Park.- his first vote was 
for the smallest amount voted by any 
of the twelve juror.-, and that he en­ 
deavored throughout the deliberations 
of the jury to keep the a-M/s-ment with­ 
in reasonable bound.-, 
-oinc of 
t he 
jurors favoring from *l.tuu to $0,000. 
in ttiis he is evidently corroborated o\ 
the remaining eleven juror*, each and 
every one of them asserting that the 
charge made against their fellow juror 
is untrue. 


His honor evidently took but little 
stock in the charge of prejudice upon 
the part ol the jury, but heid that inas­ 
much as the defendant hau given but 
small compensation to his attorneys 
they had not been able to give to the 
case the consideration its importance 
demanded and that the ease had been 
hurriedly 
tried. 
He said from the 
bench th a t while he would grant a new 
trial, he believe*1 that the defendant 
should be punished: that in a ease of 
this kind, especially where the defend­ 
ant happens to be in good eireum- 
staiees as in this ea-e, it should be his 
duty to employ eompt tent c o u n s e l and 
to pay them decent fees. 
Inasmuch as 
the latter had not been done in this 
ease he would require Parks to pay an 
attorney fee of .$b*Uaud an additional 
to <’.iver the* e x p e n s e to the county 
on occasion of the !ir>t trial.

Bloody Scrap. 


John Wyant and 
Hired Man. 


His 


Will Have to Pay for the 
Fun They Had. 


Just as T h e E v e n i n g N e w s was go­ 
ing to press on Saturday afternoon it 
received a message from Eau Claire 
which stated th a t John Wyant, a farm­ 
er living a few miles from th a t village, 
had been murdered by his hired man, 
the result of a quarrel and a fight. 
No 
particulars were known in Eau Claire. 
When the edition of T h e N e w s 
was 
about half otY a second message was re­ 
ceived to the effect that it was the 
lured man and not Wyant, 
who was 
badly hurt or killed, and the story was 
in circulation that 
Wyant 
had run 
away to avoid arrest. 
The last half of 
the edition of T h e 
N e w s coutaincd 
the revised story. 


But it transpires that neither story 
was correct. 
W h a t was reported to be 
a murder was merely a bloody tight. 
It started last Wednesday when W yant 
and his hired man, Charles Adamson, 
went to Niles and became beastly in­ 
toxicated. 
T he chief of police ordered 
the men to go home and it appears that 
on the edge of the city they engaged in 
a deadly tight and Wvant most unm er­ 
cifully pounded the hired man. 
After 
the punishment the 
farmer picked 
the hired man up and put him in the 
wagon and drove home. 
The story 
was started that the hired man would 
die and that 
Wyant 
had 
shipped. 
Saturday Sheriff Ferguson and I’nder 
.Sheriff Earl went to the W yant home 
and 
m vie 
an 
investigation. 
The 
hired man was tin and he protested that 
notlpng had 
happe ied and that hi- 
black eyes and 
battered face and his 
movements aoout like a 
foundered 
norse were the result of a runaway 
He and W yant had become reconciled 
and lie en leavored to save his employer 
from any trouble. 


The officers returned to Niles and 
learded more about the particulars of 
the tight and today they made another 
trip to the W yant farm armed 
with 
warrants for the arrest of the farmer 
and hired man.

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been an inveterate smoker, often using 
li* cigars a day. Excessive use of to­ 
bacco caused a cancer of the tongue, 
and the organ had to be 
removed. 
This operation was most difficult and 
\*'as, according to the New York Her­ 
ald, performed in Bellevue hospital. 


It was necessary to saw through the 
lower jaw at the center and remove 
two lower front teeth, together w th 
a portion of the jawbone on 
either 
side of these teeth. 
When this was 
done the surgeons removed two-thirds 
of the anterior part of the 
tongue, 
leaving only tlie base of the organ. 
The si'vered ends of the jaw 
were 
reunited with wire. 


Ilemkrson tlien left the hospital, 
the surgeons g i v i n g him little hope of 
ever being able to eat solid food. 


Mr. Henderson finally wt‘nt to the

This 
was bevele»! olV toward the lower edge 
an<l jittached to n wire clasp whicli 
fitti'd over one of the back t(»eth on 
eiflu'r side. 
A bar of (¡ernian silver 
was fastenerl across the mouth from 
one of the back teeth to another (op­ 
posite. This was inclosed in a tube of 
the same mt*tal of sullieieiit size to 
permit it to rotate easily on the bar. 
A tongue of red vulcaiii/.ed rubber 
was made to fit about the tube. The 
r< ar of the rubber tongue was l)ev* 
(‘led olY toward th»' bottom and placed 
under the base of the real ti)ngue, so 
that tlu* least movement of the inus- 
eles pri'ssed down 
on 
the 
rubber, 
tlirowing the tongm* up.
